She was desperately 
frightened that her case might be raised with the government, 
and that attention would be focused on her which could result 
in action against her by the terrorists. She refused to bring 
her story to the U.S. Embassy, but went to the Ministry of 
Interior to make a declaration that she had not filed an aooeal 
with the IACHR and stated that she wished the government to 
take no action since she feared- terrorist action against her 
two children. 

The sister supplied other information to the effect that Diego 

Muniz disappeared in March 1977 in a car with one Juan Jose 

Fernandez. Fernandez, she believed, as a Montonero who escaped 

the country and is now in Spain.
